LONDON, March 9.—Lord Randolph Churchill 
is in open revolt against the Government, He 
writes tothe Times threatening his old ool- 
leagues with along and heavy fight at every 
stage of the naval proposals. I learn on ex 
cellent private authority that the revolt is not 
confined to naval matters. He would never 
have attacked the Government on the naval 
scheme unless reconciled to the defeat of the 
Government on its Irish policy. Churchili 
says openly to his private friends that 
Balfourism is fatal to unionism, and It is bet- 
tor to turn them out. The Government post- 
tion is imperilied. Churchill's following in 
the House is not large, but still he has the ear 
ot the Tory Democrats of the country. His 
opposition, reinforcing the Liberals and ex- 
pressed at public meetings, will make the 
Tory town members tremble. The opposition 
also continues a remorseless catechism of the 
Ministers about their complicity in the Times 
case. It is now admitted that the executive 
officers of the Irish Administration have been 
acting for the Times as detectives and collect- 
ors of evidence.

‘ Lots of Sewers. 


There has been a very marked increase in 
the amount of plumbing work and sewer con- 
nections in the pastsix months. The books 
in the Street Department show that there have 


been 1,500 more —— issued since January 
than there were during the corresponding time 
last year. This is due to a variety 
ot causes. The Street Reconstruction work 
has been responsible for a great deal of it, as 
in a great many instances when the streets are 
repaved or repaired the de is lowered from 
Sinches to 1% feet, making it necessary to 
lower the water, gas and sewer connections. 
Beside this there have been a 8 many new 
buildings erected which all requir the 
pain ape work in making the necessary san- 
tary connections. 

A great many old buildings have in the past 
six months been subjected to a thorough 
overhauling as far as plumbing is concerned.
